Uncas. was born about 1588. He was 


a sub-chief of the Pequot nation, and 
up to middle age had had no "adven- 
tures especially, well worth relating. 
But In 1635'he beaded a party of mal- 
contents against the. Peqnot 'sachet 
Sassacus. In, the fierce little war th_at 
followed.TJncas was expelled.from hia 
"nation.". But he took with him'., a 
baud, of loyal followers and formed a. 
new tribe "which he called the "Mohe- 
gans" . (an. ancient name .of the Pe- 
quota). He made himself, chief of the 
.^lohegans, and conquered for them a 
fijio stretch of land near ivhere" Lyme, 
Conn., now stands. Then he turned 
.his attention to avenging liimself oa 
his. old enemies, the Pequots. 


A Deed of Vengeance. 


The Mohegans were not. strong 


'enough to tackle them single-handed, 
•so he signed a peace treaty- with tha 
English settlers of New England, and 
In. 1G37 joined tho coloaists in. -their 
expedition against the .'Pcquot nation. 
Uiicas guided the soldiers to the Pe- 
quots' chief stronghold, a village forti- 
fied by. high wooden palisades. 
So 


fiercely, did the English and Mohegans 
assault this town that all but four- 
teen of its Pequot inhabitants wero 
slain. Then up and down through tha 
Pequot country Uncas led the attack, 
until the whole "nation" that once had 
cast him out was subdued. "• In reward 
TJncas received a'large slice of 'tha 
Pequot lands. \Vheh the war was'ac- 
tually over ho threw himself heart and 
soul into an .effort to' save the ' sur- 
vivors of his crushed enemies" from 
punishment at the hands; of the Eng- 
lish. So eagerly did he interfere' to 
rescue th» Pequots that the English 
declared him'a traitor and he narrow- 
ly escaped with his life. But TTncaa 
quickly proved his fidelity to the Eng- 
lish, and did so in1 such emphatic! 
fashion, thrt tho Pequots deemed him 
a. double traitor and plotted to murdei 
him. 


Uncas swiftly avenged this ihuideS 


plot by swooping down upon Sequas- 
son, the Connecticut river sachem, and 
laying waste hl» villages. Neit he 
found himself Involved in m quarrel 
with Miantonomoh, sachem of the 
mighty Narragansett nation. Mianto- 
nomoh had been accused of conspir- 
ing to massacre the white settlers. Ia 
1640 and again in. 1642 tho Narragan- 
sett sachem had been arrested and 
brought 
before 
the Massachusetts 


magistrates on this charge and..had 
had much trouble in clearing himself. 
Miantonomoh dared not attack 
tha 


white men, but wreaked his .spite bjj 
invading the country of their allies, 
the Mohegans. 
The Narragansetts, 


1;000 strong, marched into Uncas'a 
territory, destroying all In their path. 
TJncas could scrape together barel}( 
SOO men to meet the invadern. Tha 
two forces met near the Tantic river 
falls. Uucas strode forth between tha 
two little armies and shoutsd to Mi* 
antonomoh: 


"We both have many brave jnen afi 


our backs. \Yhy should many of iheml 
die in. our private quarrel? Stand for- 
.•wardj1 oh Miantonomoh, and light me. 
hand to hand. .And let the battle's - 
issue rest, on our combat 1" .
